His opponent is Luman F. Matthews, now in 
his seventh year as presiding judge of the 
County Court.

‘ official, but his attitude on the home rule char- 
ter was discouraging. 

Judge Matthews can say that he campaigned 
for the charter, which he did. But while the 
charter was being written, he was against im- 
portant efforts to improve it. He opposed any 
major reduction in the vast number of county 
elective offices, which add up to a confusing 
division of administrative powers. He even op- 
posed any wide application of a county civil 
service system. His excuse was that “expe- 
riences of persons working with it in St. Louis 
and the state haven’t been-too good.” 

In this campaign Judge Matthews can plead 
experience in office, but his experience is with 
a past that the county had better bury..

FitzSimmons offers the kind of progressive ad- 
ministration which the home rule charter is 
meant to provide. 

The new charter also establishes a county 
council with seven members, as a legislative 
body. In many of these contests the voters are 
not offered a distinctive choice. But here again 
the chief consideration must be whether the 
candidates promise to support and improve the 
new charter. 

Certainly a few of them do. In the fourth 
district, there are two good candidates, James 
A. Singer, Republican and Robert Mass, Demo- 
crat, both lawyers. Each advocates a merit sys-

Helen Gahagan Douglas carries the hopes of 
progressive voters in every state in the Union 
in the gallant fight she is making for election 
to the Senate from California. She is engaged 
in an uphill fight against Representative Rich- 
ard Nixon. There.is a possibility that Gov. Earl 
Warren, who is running for re-election against 
James Roosevelt, will carry Mr. Nixon, who is 
a Republican, to victory over Mrs. prea de 
Democrat. 

In the House, Mr. Nixon and Mrs. Douglas 
have been on the same side of some bills, in- 
cluding FEPC. and statehood for Alaska ahd 
Hawaii.

Most Masculine of Poets 
SCHILLER, H. 8. Garland. (Medill McBride Com- 
pany, New York, 286 pgs., $3.75.) 

The story of Johann Christoph Friedrich 
von Schiller is in the great tradition of 
genius that transcends money worries and 
body infirmities. The famous Dannecker 
bust shows him apparently as virile physi- 
cally as he was acute intellectually. That 
he was not so was his severest misfortune. 

Unlike many other artists, he indulged 
in little self-pity over his bodily infirmi- 
ties. A ‘self-created writer, often torment- 
ed by “one night of glowing exaltation” 
followed by “a week of enervation and 
gloom,” he could actively envy Goethe's 
ebullient productivity: “How lightly is his 
genius borne by his fate; and how must I 

. struggle!” But to brood over chronic 
ills was to descend into chaos. Though 
not a stoic, he yet successfully subordi- 
nated the physical and emotional experi- 
ences of his life to the work which was 
the vehicle for his deepest convictions. 

Specifically, liver and heart disease, plus 
asthma and tuberculosis, made him an in-

American official chiefly 
responsibie for this disclosure is 
now, it\seems, to be fired.

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Your telephone service in St. Louis was interrupted today because of an in- 


excusable work stoppage called by officers of the Communications Workers of 


America—ClO. 


Union leaders have told employees that the company has discharged six em- 


ployees in.the Plant Department. The statement is false. No employees have been 


discharged and all employees now away from their jobs may return to work. 


This work stoppage is taking place even though the company and the Union 
have a contract which will not expire before June 4, 1951. 


The facts are that on Thursday six employees refused to perform their usual work 
assignments. Their jobs are still Waiting for them and we hope they will return 


promptly’ and do the work assigned to them. , 


Here are the facts—judge for yourself 


|. Employees at the Western Electric warehouse who are also affiliated with the Com- 
munications Workers of America have been engaging in periodic work stoppages for the past 
several weeks. This work stoppage relates to a dispute between Western Electric and its em- 
ployees. There has been no dispute between Southwestern Bell and its employees. 


2. Within the last three days, picket lines have been established by Western Electric 
warehouse employees around the Western Electric warehouse with the result that the South- 
western Bell Telephone Company has been unable to obtain its usual supplies from this source. 


3. In order to provide service to the public and work for its installers and repairmen 
the Southwestern Company rented a public warehouse at Second and Rutger streets in which 


certain supplies obtained from other sources were placed. 


4. Thursday night six telephone company employees, with three trucks, were dis- 
patched to this public warehouse to pick up supplies for Friday's work. These employees re- 
fused to pick up those supplies. 


5. Their supervisor informed them that loading of the trucks was essential so that 
more than 400 repairmen and installers would have materials with which to work on Friday. 
The employees persisted in their refusal to do the work assigned to them and there was no 


other work for them to do. 


6. The president of Division 202—CWA-CIO in a telephone conversation shortly after 
midnight told a company official that a general work stoppage would occur unless the six men 
were returned to work. The union president was informed that these six men could return to 
work at any time they were willing to perform their assignments. The company cannot agree 
that the union may take charge of assigning work to the company's employees. 


7. Friday morning some employees failed to report for work and others after report- 
ing left their jobs. Many employees were told by union representatives that six employees had 
been discharged. This statement is false.

8. No employee of Southwestern Bell Telephone Company Ras been dis- 
charged and all employees may return fo their jobs at once.

Reserve Paid by by Employ- 


_ ers for. Benefits to Job- 
less Rises to $194,000,

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 3—Re- 
duction of payroll taxes, now paid 
by Missouri employers to finance 
jobless insurance benefits, will be 
recommended to the 1951 Legisla- 
ture. Gov. Forrest Smith, in an- 
nouncing this today, said the pro- 


posed reduction was made pos- 


sible by a record growth of the 
poten unemployment insurance 
und. 


The Governor said the extent of 
the rate reductions to be proposed 
will depend on new rate schedules 
being prepared by the State Di- 
vision of Employment Security, 
and on recommendations by the 
Advisory Council on Unemploy- 
ment, Compensation. The latter 
will involve changes in the com- 
pensation law. 

The announcement was made in 
a statement issued from the Gov- 
ernor’s office after Smith left the 
eapital for a duck shooting trip 
at Chariton county. 

At the Governor’s office it was 
said issurance of the statement 
just in advance of the Nov. 7 gen- 
eral election, and in the wake of 
Republican campaign charges that 
the Smith administration planned 
to increase some state taxes, was 
purely coincidental. 

Smitn, in the prepared state- 
ment, said that after he received 
the rate data and legal recom- 
mendations, “I shall take what- 
ever steps are necessary to get 
remedial legislation.” 


$194,000,000 in Reserve. 


Smith said the move was based 
on a report by the Division of 


Employment Security that the 


state reserve for payment of un- 
employment benefits totaled 
$194,487,033 on Nov. 1. This 


amount is a record high for the‘ 


13 years since the Missouri un- 
employment compensation law 
was enacted. 2 

The reserve fund totaled $186,- 
509,191 at the end of last year, 
and has increased nearly $8,000,- 
000 in the last 10 months. The 
reserve fund is on deposit in the 
United States Treasury. 


Smith said C. A. Ricker, di- 


rector of the Division of Employ- 
ment Security, had informed him 
a reserve fund of about $150,000,- 
000 would be adequate to meet 
requirements and carry out an 
expanded unemployment insur- 
ance program. 

There was no hint whether 
proposed changes in the law 
would include any liberalization 
of benefits. The maximum bene- 
¥it payment, determined by earn- 
ings of a worker in base periods 
of employment, is $20 a week for 
20 weeks, in one year. 

The tax paid by an employer— 
called a “contribution” —varies 
according to his record in main- 
taining stable employment for his 
employes. The better the record 
the lower the rate he pays. 


Tax Average 1.1 Pct. 


Taxes paid range down from a 
maximum of 3.6 per cent of an- 
nual payroll, through brackets of 
2 per cent, 1.4 per cent, .9 per 
cent, .5 per cent, and zero. 

The Governor said the average 
rate paid by the 17,Q@0 employers 
subject to the law now was about 
1.1 per cent. A downward rate 
revision made by the 1949 Legis- 
lature reduced taxes paid by em- 
ployers this year about $4,000,000 
he said. 

Employers paid $25,273,014 into 
the reserve fund in 1948; $24,148,- 
390 in 1949, and 11,548,537 in the 
first six months of this year.

Sportsmanship Is Key 


To Safe Hunting 
By Leonard Hall 


HE hunting season is at hand, a time of year 
when gunners oil up their fowling pieces and 
hunters their high-powered rifles to go abroad 
in field and marsh and woodland to “harvest their 
, meat: from the Lord.” 
For the great majority 
of them it will be a 
time of good com 
ionship in the out-of- 
doors, of days afield 
behind the wide-rang- 
ing pointer or setter, 
or in the duck blind 
with the faithful re- 
triever, or of stalking 
big game through the 
forest. For a minority 
it will be a time 
tragedy, since past rec- 
ords show that be- 
tween now and Christ- 
mas more than 500 
*. hunters of. small and 
big game throughout the United States will have 
been: shot to death, with a far greater number 
wounded. 
*« * * 


WHEN THE NUMBER of these accidents is fig- 
ured percentage-wise, it is small in comparison 
with the millions of hunters who go afield. When 
it is considered that. practically every one of the 
fatalities and accidents is preventable and is caused 
by carelessness, ignorance or stupidity, it adds up 
to quite a lot of unnecessary slaughter. The fact 
that one is an experienced woodsman and hunter is 
no sure safeguard against accident, since experi- 
ence will not ward off the bullet of some trigger- 
happy novice. Yet the novice in field or woodland, 
provided he keeps his head and observes the rules 
of safety, may be just as good a hunting companion 
as the man who has hunted all his life. The hunter 
who observes these rules rigidly and automatically 
will almost never be the cause of a hunting acci- 
dent, while insistence that his hunting companions 
observe them’ is the best possible insurance against 
becoming the victim of one. ‘ |

BIG GAME HUNTING probably produces the 
largest number of fatalities in comparison to hunt- 
ers involved, for reasons not hard to understand, 
First of all; any short season such as our Missouri 
deer season concentrates large numbers of hunters 
simultaneously into areas of limited size. Prac- 
tically all are armed with high-powered and 
especially lethal weapons. Too often a big: per- 
centage of the hunters are not thoroughly familiar 
with the weapons they carry, guns being sometimes 
borrowed from friends or, at best, not having been 
fired since the previous season. ‘Very seldom is 
the hunter familiar with the forest area where he 
pursues his game, or even with the habits of the 
game being hunted. Nor is there. any way of 
controlling these matters, since every citizen has 
the same right to hunt, provided he has the pri 
demanded by the state for a license. :

HUNTING SAFETY, THEREFORE, depends al- 
most entirely upon the’séense of sportsmanship and 
responsibility of each individual hunter. Rather 
oddly, this sense is not at all highly developed. 
Remember the retired colonel in California, last. 
year, who placed a stuffed deer a few yards from 
the highway? Before the season had ended, it was 
punctured by 400 bullet holes, despite the fact that 
shooting from a car or the highway itself was 
illegal. It sounds silly, doesn’t it? Yet we met 
a chap in the woods last year who told us he'd 
had one shot at a running deer, whose horns he 
hadn’t been able to see, and also had taken two 
“sound shots.” On inquiry, we learned these were 
shots -at something moving through the brush that 
“sounded like a deer.” Needless to say, we left 
that neighborhood, taking care not to get out of 
the fellow’s sight until we were also out of range. 


* * * . 

ACCIDENTS IN THE DUCK BLIND or in gun- 
ning for upland game generally come about in a 
different way. You would seldom fire at a com- 
panion hunter in the belief he was a duck or a 
quail: although, come to think of it, I’m not so 
certain about this in the case of some hunters. 
But on the whole, most such accidents are the 
result of carelessness. The only safe gun when 


you're climbing a fence is an empty gun, yet no 
safety rule is more often broken by even the 


/ = i 


experienced hunter. Unloading and reloading - 


wastes at least two or three seconds. There’s no 
such thing as a “safe” loaded gun in an automo- 
bile, and very seldom in a boat unless it is held 
in the hands of the hunter. A loaded gun leaned 
against a tree is an invitation to trouble. I well 
recall a bird-shooting expedition when such a gun, 
leaned. against a big oak while we sat eating our 
lunch, was knocked over by one of the dogs. It 
fell, caught in some brush, exploded in our faces 
and blasted a hole in my companion’s hunting coat. 
Such a thing couldn’t happen, but it did.

the slums and along the waterfront of New. . 
Orleans. But it is not the ordinary crime ie 
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shabby restaurants and bars, a coffee warehouse and the river 
docks. The native accents, usually neglected by Holly- 
wood, add sharply to the realism. Just to hear a minor 
character say “‘faste” for “first” lets you know you actually 
are in the Crescent City. Kazan and Screenwriter Richard 
Murphy have not sacrificed the melodrama to this authen- 
ticity. The film moves fast, the suspense is keen, and it is 
gripping throughout except where it is slowed somewhat by 
scenes of the home life of the public health officer, evidently 
introduced to round out the picture of him but unnecessary 
to the main action. It has the usual climactic chase sequence, 
this time through the coffee warehouse, but excellently done. 
: Richard Widmark as the public health man, Paul Douglas 
as the police captain, and Barbara Bel Geddes as Richard's 
loyal wife are all good enough. But they are all overshadowed 
by an actor new to the screen, Walter (Jack) Palance, as the 
killer. He.is a rangy, powerfully built man, an ex-boxer, who 
moves with the litheness of a jungle cat, with a bony face and 
piercing black eyes that suggest a death's head. His startling 
appearance is supplemented by the controlled savagery of a 
soft voice. His alternate gentle, wheedling tonés and sudden 
bursts of fury as he attempts to get a secret of supposed 
smuggled wealth out of a dying confederate are indeed 
chilling. Zero Mostel, usually a comic, is also a refreshing new 
criminal type as the pudgy, sweating and fear-stricken pal of 
the killer. 


Russian Mysticism With French Dressing. 
Making Dostoievski’s “THE IDIOT” into a movie of only 
90 minutes’ duration must have been a formidable task. The 
cloudy philosophy, lengthy soul-searching, the discursiveness 
and dark ruminatiohs, the gropings for universality, certainly 
don’t lend themselves, on the face, to co- 
hesive and pointed dramatic treatment. A 
drama of ideas must usually bé more sharply 
conclusive than the Russian’s mystical explor- 
ations of man’s-inhumanity to man. But a, 
gly good job of adaptation has been 
one in a film made three years ago and 
, opening tomorrow at the ART THEATER. 
And, also surprisingly, by the Frénch, from whom one ordi- 
narily expects wit, logic, impudence and irony on the screen,

typical Russian output.

Lucien Coedel, as the rich peasant, the gross- Rogogine, 
has equal depth and intensity as an elemental man tormented | 
by subtleties of the spirit beyond his comprehension. 

Perhaps “The Idiot” has not the profundity in its screen 
fcrm that it should have. But its thesis, by implication anyway, 
is clear. A philosophy of. innocence, of simple, universal love, 
as a remedy for the ills of mankind. That, of course, is a 
solution more ideal than pragmatic, as demonstrated by Prince 
Muichkine. He wasn’t content to leave people to their lusts and 
greed. He gave them a glimpse of a finer spiritual being which 
they were unable to achieve, thus leaving them thoroughly 
unhappy, still possessed of those lusts and —* but no longer 


able to enjoy them. 


Men on the Moon 

“DESTINATION MOON,” at the FOX, is an able, accu- 
rate end enjoyable popular science fantasy of a rocket trip to 
the moon, undertaken by a general, a scientist and an indus- 
trialist, with the aid of.a comic radio operator, so as to secure 
possession of that satellite and keep a cer- 
tain foreign power from using it as a platform 
to bombard and conquer the earth. It seems. 
to be scientifically accurate, has an imagina- 
tive verve worthy of Jules Verne, and is 
sumptuously produced in Technicolor.

TIMBER, Mo., Nov. 3. 
HANKS to a 17-year-old girl 
who likes good books, a big 
bay horse named Starlight and 

a free circulating library main- 
tained by a mission church in 
Shannon county, there are Ozark 
families reading books these days 
who might not be reading any- 
thing. ngs might have gone 
on as they were when the books 
were kept on the shelves of Shan- 
nondale Community House, wait- 
ing for someone to come and 
thumb through the pages and per- 
haps borrow one to take home. 

But Willa Hopson takes the 
books to the people on the wood- 
land trails by horseback, a pro- 
gram she initiated when she~be- 
came Shannondale’s librarian last 
July. She is a slender, brown- 
eyed blonde of few words .. . but 
she’s - determined. that réading 
shall become a daily habit in 
her area before winter comes. 

There are many things in her 
favor. Winter in the Ozarks is 
for many a time of leisure, and 
deep in Shannon county there 
is no radio, television or canasta 
competition. Family life is solid- 
ly knit and wholesome pursuits 
are eagerly accepted. Books like 
“One Wide River to Cross”, and 
Harold Bell Wright’s “Shepherd 
of the Hills’ read aloud will keep 
a whole family absorbed, and the 
children out of mischief. 

Willa Hopson invited me to go 
with her one Saturday to deliver 
books and .we took what she calls 
the Harrison-Pulltight library 
route. There are two others, one 
up Sinkin’ creek and another up 
Parker hollow. They’re shorter 
and easier routes, she said.”. On 
each of the latter she rides only 
16 miles, 

Olympie, a flea-bitten mare 
with benign eyes and a slow, easy 
gait was saddled for me. Except 
for a habit of kicking upward to- 
ward exactly the right spot with 
her left leg as she is ‘being 
mounted, Olympie is as benign as 
she looks, The term flea-bitten 
refers only to her coat, gray- 
white speckled with brown. She 
belongs to Bruce Bucher, 12-year- 
old son of the Rev. Vincent 
Bucher, Evangelical - Reformed 
pastor of Shannondale. Bruce 
knows how to mount without get- 
ting kicked. He pulls the left 
stirrup forward and hops up in 
a hurry. I learned, too. Up in 
the saddle I asked Willa how far 
we were going. 

“Twenty-two miles,” she said, 
fastening a gunny. sack of corn 
over the saddle-horn.

She had sand- 
wiches for us,,and seven saddle- 
bags of books. “We'll swim Cur 
rent river,” she added, as if it 
were as easy as shifting gear. 

A quarter-mile south of Shan- 
nondale, which is 147 miles south- 
west of St. Louis on Highway 19, 


the mother asked for a history 
book, just like the ones at school. 


There wasn’t.one in the saddle- 
bags and Willa wouldn't be back 
for three weeks. Maybe Miss Wil- 
la had ‘an encyclopedia? There 
wasn’t one of those either. 
“Then give me a couple story 
books,” said the woman, “but I 
want some with pictures in ’em.” 
Two boys came tumbling out the 
door for books and another leaned 
from a window to yell for one 
“about this thick,” measuring a 
half-inch between his fingers. 
On we went, splashing through 
creeks that mirrored bank foliage. 
We pulled up at a gate and Willa 
yelled, “Halloo.”

Playing Canasta to Win |

This is the fifth of a series on 
the new game known as Chilean 
Canasta. 


S was mentioned earlier this 
week, in Chilean canasta (the 
four-pack game that quite a 
few players are now trying) you 
are permitted to meld groups and 
canastas of wild cards, without 
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‘ quickly as possibl 


Also, you may start off with a 
meld of wild cards and then shift 
to a regular mixed canasta. Sup- 
pose you have: 

The melds of your side include 
a meld of three wild cards—two 
deuces and a joker.’
